critical e h o rt a g e of labor, Mb hl- 
gun a g r i c u l t u r a l officials believed 
today th e y w e n well oil ! ’i*-ir way 
to I n s u r in g th e h a rv e s t of s u g a r 
beets, vlt;il to a nation w h i c h is 
rationing s u g a r stocks. 
Harry K. Fox, field supervisor 
of th e AAA committee a s s ig n e d 
to la b o r p roble m s 
re p o r t e d that 
much of the 3,000-man shortag* 
in the beet field# was being ov er­ 
co me by volunteer effort# of school 
children and business m e n in r u r a l 
c o m m u n it ie s . 


The shortage was auld to ho the 
result of draft calls on rut a1 popu­ 
lations and the flight of Mexican 
laborers to their homes in Texas 
to avoid gasoline rationing. 
“ The labor problem still I# seri­ 
o u s,” 
Fox 
reported, “ but if we 
get a break with the w e ath er and 
conti nue to get good cooperation 
from schools and civic groups w* 
will lick this.”
